Exhibition. 


That the sunshine of the Covina 


..v.8l!&v. is- feeing, turned -to .account in 
more ways than those of promoting 
the growth of citrus fruits, is proved 
again this week by the announce- 
ment of the perfection 
of 
a 
solar 


heater by a local business man, and 
the result of his invention is of more 
than ordinary interest to the house- 
builder and house owner in this sec- 
tion. 
The solar heater which has 


been installed with many houses in 
connection with the water heating ap- 
paratus by W. S. Sides, the local 
plumber and litter, has been improved 
upon after long study by the inventor, 
and is now being1 demonstrated in the 
open yard of the Sides plumbing shop. 
The apparatus is well w o r t h an in- 
spection by anyone who wishes to im- 
prove the water beating methods of 
his home. 


The solar heater is a glass enclosed 


lank which is fitted In or on the roofs 
of houses and connected 
with 
the 


bath rooms and set bowls of the in- 
terior. 
The theory is so simple that 


it is a wonder it was not in use at an 
earlier period, for it has been a suc- 
cess from the very start. 
.Mr. Sides' 


first heater, which 
is 
installed in 


many homes here, has been a success. 
His new invention, for which he will 
apply for a patent, is to the effect 
that the water, instead of going di- 
rectly to the tank from the cold pipe,, 
is allowed to circulate in a series of 
small pipes placed very close to the 
glass before it enters the tank. The 
water is then given a chance to heat 
in the direct rays of the sun, concen- 
trated by the glass, and afterwards 
reaches a much higher temperature 
while in the tank. 
When 
the 
cold 


water, which has entered the small 
pipes, reaches a certain heat, it cir- 
culates to the tank, and is constantly 
replaced by the admission of cooler 
water. The small pipes heat up much 
quicker than the boiler itself. 
For 


this reason Mr. Sides has triumphed 
in his invention where many others 
have failed. 


The new Sides heater also insures 


hot water for early mornings, a most 
essential tiling in connection with it, 
and something that has puzzled other 
inventors to rectify.
